The mer¢hantmen which slipped 
out of Goteborg in a blinding snow- 
storm Tuesday night ran into a 
Dlockade of Nazi warcraft which 
had laid in wait for them since the 
Germans found themselves unable 
to seize control of the ships 
through action in the Swedish 
courts. 

From the stories of fishermen 
and residents of the little coastal 
towns which shook with cannonad- 
ing Tuesday night and yesterday, 
Swedish newspapers compiled this 
record of the fate of the ships. 

Two of ‘the merchantmen, the 
12,358-ton whale oil ship Skytteren, 
and the 6222-ton Buccaneer, were 
sunk by German gunfire almost as 
soon as they passed the three-mile 
territorial limit outside Goteborg. 

One ship went aground; one was 
geen burning at sea and perhaps 
gunk; two, cut off from hope of 
escape, turned back to port yes- 
terday afternoon. At least two 
more were said to be returning, 
perhaps damaged. 

Two May Have Broken Through. 

At least two large cargo vessels 
were given at least a fighting 
chance of breaking through. Fish- 
ermen said they were last seen yes- 
terday, undamaged and racing for 
the open sea. 

Norwegian official circles said 
that the Skytteren and Buccaneer 
had been sunk by a German de- 
stroyer and four armed trawlers. 

The two ships which turned 
back and regained the safety of 
Goteborg harbor were identified 
as the 5653-ton Lionel and the 
§263-ton Dicto. 

Altogether the ships’ tonnage 
amounted to more than 55,000.

Mayor William Dee Becker to- 
day repeated his call on the pub- 
lic to buy next season’s coal sup- 
ply now, in conformity with the 
Federal Government's mining and 
transportation program. 

His announcement was occa- 
sioned by the letter sent to Donald 
Nelson, chief of the War Produc- 
tion Board, by William Keck and 
other officers of the Progressive 
Mine Workers of America, who 
asked that. the St. Louis smoke 
elimination ordinance be suspended 
“for the duration,” to lesson trans- 
portation requirements. 

“This request of the mine union 
officers, which has a selfish back- 
ground,” the Mayor said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “comes 
just at the right time to give fur- 
ther publicity and emphasis to my 
request of last week, that coal 
users fill their bins now, when the 
mines are not over-busy and the 
railroads have plenty of cars. 

Now. 

“The Government has assured 
us that there is no shortage of 
transportation, and has urged that 
all possible coal-buying be done 
now, and the city of St. Louis is 
thoroughly in line with that pro- 
gram. In this way, we will assure 
a sufficient supply of smokeless 
fuel to give St. Louis another clean 
and clear winter.” 

James L, Ford Jr., chairman of 
thé Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee, said: 

“I am sure the War Production 
Board is able to handle this mat- 
ter better and more impersonally 
than are those actuated by person- 
al reasons.” 

Smoke Commissioner Raymond 
R. Tucker also called attention to 
the persistent fight made by Keck, 
president of the AFL Progressive 
Miners, on the St. Louis smoke 
elimination program. Keck, in 
1940, led the futile attempt to or- 
ganize a boycott of East Side com- 
munities against St. Louis busi- 
ness, as a measure of retaliation 
for the smoke ordinance. Tucker 
said the city should not be dis- 
turbed by the present move, in the 
absence of any order for the zoning 
of coal, 

“The St. Louis Division of 
Smoke Regulation,” he said, “as- 
sumes that if and when those in 
charge of war activities decide to 
zone coal, they will do it, and this 
city will co-operate.

Patrons’ — It’s News to 
Officials. 


Proclamations by Mayor Au 
thorized With Penalties 
for Violation. 


The professional gamblers of 
East St. Louis and St. Clair County 


are reaping a rich harvest now 
that St. Louis handbooks have been 
shut down by a vigorous law: en- 
forcement campaign. 

Vic Doyle, best known of the 
East St. Louis gamblers, now has 
the most pretentious establishment 
he has operated in many years of 
catering to the gambling frater- 
nity. A new establishment has 
opened up on Collinsville road, and 
the Club Royal, on Highway 13 
north of Belleville, is doing busi- 
ness at the old stand. 

There are nine handbook shops 
in downtown East St. Louis. Slot 
machines have come out of storage 
and may be seen in many drug 
stores and taverns. Several big 
lotto games attract large follow- 
ings. 

Shuttle Service for Gamblers. 


The East Side gamblers make it 
easy for St. Louisans to do busi- 
ness with them. Automobiles shut- 
tle back and forth across the Eads 
bridge every five or 10 minutes on 
round trips between Third street 
and Washington avenue and 
Doyle’s place in East St. Louis. 

Doyle’s establishment, at 319A 
Missouri avenue, has seven dice 
tables, a roulette wheel, a black 
jack game and a handbook. On 
a good day there may be as many 
as 800 customers. 

The new Collinsville road gam- 
bling place reputedly is operated 
by Harry Murdock, who formerly 
operated the Mounds Club. It isa 
new one-story frame building at 


8800 Collinsville road, designated 
on the electric sign in front sim- 
ply as “8800.” Only two dice ta- 
bles are operated there now, but 
there is room for expansion. 

Club Royal, operated intermit- 
tently in recent years, now has 
one dice table. 

News to Officials. 

All this is news to the police 
officials of the city and county 
Chief of Police ‘Sam Sffautz of 
East St. Louis told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he did not know of any 
gambling there, and had no time 
to investigate it. Sheriff D. A. 
Prindable, now completing the 
fourth year of his term without 
having raided'a major gambling 
establishment, said he would “look 
into” the situation. 

Prindable is an unopposed can- 
didate for County Treasurer in the 
Democratic primary election April 
14. He is one of the followers of 
the Democratic machine of East 
St. Louis Finance Commissioner 
John T. English, who, by a series 
of deals, has cleared the track for 
most of his adherents so that they 
have no opposition in the primary. 

An exceptiono is the contest for 
the nomination for Sheriff where 
English’s candidate is his brother- 
in-law, Robert Tiernan, now Coun- 
ty Auditor. Opposing Tiernan are 
John G. Lynch, an East St. Louis 
packing house worker, and former 
Sheriff Jerome Munie. Munie in 
his previous term, 1930 to 1934, 
made a serigus effort to get rid of 
gambling in the county, and in 
this campaign is finding consider- 
able support. 


An ordinance authorizing the 
Mayor to proclaim “blackouts,” 
with approval of the military au- 
thorities, if needed for military 
purposes, and providing penalties 
for violation of the regulations im- 
posed in such proclamations, was 
passed today by the Board of Al- 
dermen. * 

The bill has an emergency clause, 
so that it will become effective 
when signed by Mayor William Dee 
Becker. Penalties which may be 
imposed for violation are a Work- 
house sentence up to six months 
and a fine up to $500. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful 
to display a light contrary to 
blackout regulations, or to use a 
siren to simulate an air raid warn- 
ing signal or “all clear” signal. The 
Civilian Defense Co-ordinator may 
act for the Mayor in issuing the 
proclamations authorized by the 
ordinance, 

The Mayor is authorized by the 
ordinance to ask the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, in an emer- 
gehicy, to make use of volunteer 
auxiliary policemen enrolled 
through the Office of Civilian De- 
fense. 

The Aldermen also passed a bill 
setting up a new schedule of fees 
on municipal tennis courts and golf 
links. An annual links fee, cover- 
ing Saturdays, Sundays and holi- 
days, will be. $20, while the annual 
fee for week days only will be 
raised from $10 to $12.50. Daily 
fees are increased from 5 to 25 
cents, depending on the number of 
holes played.

Captured Early Today, He 
Is Sentenced Before 
Noon to Hard Labor, 
Solitary Confinement. 


PONTIAC, Mich, April 2 (AP). 
-~Dominick Piccone, 20-year-old 
former convict who killed three 


Michigan farmers in a 24-hour ram- 
page, was sentenced to life impris- 
onment at hard labor and solitary 
confinement in court here today. 
Michigan law provides no more se- 
vere punishment. 

Piccone, who was captured by 
state police on a country road near 
Otisville at 3:30 a. m. today, was 
brought before Circuit Judge H. 
Russel Holland shortly before noon, 

He pleaded guilty to first degree 
murder in the shootings of Cas- 
sius E. Barber, 71, in Barber’s farm 
home two miles east of Oxford 
Tuesday night. 

Quarreled Over Money. 

Piccone had threatened to kill 
Barber after the two engaged_in an 
argument over spending money 
while the youth was employed on 
the farm as a paroled juvenile de- 
Jinquent several years ago. 

In a confession to Prosecutor 
Charles L. Wilson, an hour before 
he was taken into Circuit Court, 
the youth told this story of his en-' 
counter with Barber Tuesday 
night: 

“Mr. Barber said ‘It’s you’ and I 
agid ‘yes.’ He noticed the gun and 
I said ‘I told, you I was going to 
do it.’ He raised up his hand and 
I shot. He started to say ‘don’t’ 
and that’s all the farther he got.” 

At the time Barber was shot, Pic- 
eone already had killed Barber’s 
cousin, Romaine C. Potter, 75, who 
had struggled with the youth in 
an attempt to prevent him from 
going to Barber’s house. Potter 
was killed at his home a mile from 
Barber's. 

Kidnaped Farmer. 

Kidnaping 56-year-old Roy 
Thorpe, a farmer living nearby, 
Piccone forced him to drive 900 
miles through several sections of 
lower Michigan, and while they 
were stopped in. a woods near 
Concord, Piccone shot and killed 
Carl McKenzie, 40, when he ap- 
proached the spot.

Get ’Em Busy Wrestling to 


Get ’Em in Condition for 
The Service, Scientist Says 


NEW YORK, April 2 (AP).—If Uncle Sam wants to get his 


fighting men into condition in a hurry, his best bet would be to get 


them busy at wrestling. 

This is the opinion, backed by 
scientific data, of Dr. Edmond J. 
Farris of Philadelphia, who in a 
report to the American Association 
of Anatomists yesterday listed the 
results of extensive experimenta- 
tions concerning the physical and 
mental reactions of athletes in va- 
rious sports. 

Dr. Farris’ findings were based 
on the variations in differential of 
‘blood cell counts before, during and 
after participation, and disclosed 
that wrestling and basketball are 
almost deadlocked from the stand- 
point of strenuosity, Then follow, 
in order, the 440-yafd run, the mile 
run, football, the 100-yard dash and 
tennis. 

Use Blood Samples in Tests. 


The tests were made by taking 
blood samples from trained ath- 
letes competing in individual non- 


‘contact sports, such as tennis and 


track; individual contact, as wres- 
tling; group non-contact, including 
basketball and crew, and group 
contact, including football. More 
than 800 blood counts were made 
on 57 intercollegiate athtfetes. 

These tests proved, among other 
things, that a person must be 
keyed up to a certain point for the 
greatest efficiency. If he is keyed 
beyond that point he is handi- 
capped by over-tension; if below,

Attack by Torpedoes. 


The aircraft commander now 
played his trump, an attack at low 
level by torpedo planes. The at- 
tackers carried two small torpedoes 
which seemed to travel almost 
without a wake. Two were 
launched by each plane, but all 
four missed. 

It took from 2 o’clock until] 4:20 
for the Japanese to spoil their 
afternoon and leave the Peary un- 
spoiled, Darkness came and al- 
though safe, the Peary was not 
quite itself. 

Operating on the port engine 
alone, the Peary had a couple of 
hours unmolested, then entered 
Banka Straits between Buna- 
keng Island and Cape Tango Pi- 
sok, near Menado. Here it was 
attacked by three large two-mo- 
tored land bombers. One scored a 
near miss, damaging the Peary’s | 
steering gear. Thereafter, with its 
single functioning engine, 
Peary was steered by hand. Ken-| 
neth Quineaux, who was killed 
while firing a machine gun against 
the planes, has been posthumously 
awarded the Navy Cross. r 
seaman, Glen.

The Peary’s great and final hour 
‘came when lying in harbor. The 
Japanese had sneaked an aircraft 
carrier among the Indonesian Is- 
lands near Australia and sent over 
about 72 bombers and approxi- 
mately 30 fighters. Another Amer- 
ican destroyer, which happened al- 
ready to be under way when the 
bombs began falling, was able to 
make an escape into the open sea. 


Hit by Five Bombs. 

But the Peary had no choice but 
to lie at the quay. Dive-bombers 
began to peel off and plunge upon 
the ship. In all, five 500-pound 
bombs struck the moored destroy- 
er. One hit fell directly in which 
is known as the “steaming fire- 
room,” a single fireroom continu- 
ously maintaining steam while an- 
chored. Another hit the fantail 
where the already damaged steer- 
ing gear was located. A fourth hit 
the galley deckhouse. 

The fifth wit the water off the 
starboard bow and it. was this. 
which wiped the bridge clear of 
officers and caused more damage 
than the four preceding ones. One 
painfully burned officer pleaded 
with the crew to throw him over- 
board. When the stern bomb land- 
ed, four 50-caliber machine guns 
were hammering streams of lead 
skyward against the divers.

HE time appears drawing near for the beginning of the long- 
heralded German spring: offensive in Russia, and most military 
sources agree that this offensive will strike with its greatest .force 
on the southern sector of the Russian front. It is necessary to keep 
in mind Adolf Hitler’s flair for doing the unexpected; but setting this 
reflection aside, and considering fhe probabilities as they now appear, 
the southern front does seem the most logical place for the Nazis to 
begin their offensive, and that they intend to do so is borne out by the 
fact that it is in the south that their resistance to Soviet counter- 
offensives has been the strongest and most determined.

man effectives originally told off 
for the Russian offensive. 
Looking at the matter from an- 
other angle, there are probably 
290 German divisions available, all 
told, including the smashed up 
units from last year’s Russian 
campaign which have nm recon- 
stituted. Of these, Germany will 
have to keep at least five to sup- 
port the Italians in the Balkans, 
and there are another five in 
Libya. For Western Burope this 
years the Nazis will hardly dare 
reduce their troops of occupation 
below a total of 50 divisions (they 
were down to 23 divisions at one 
period late in 1941, but they will 
not venture to risk such a reduc- 
tion again).

Of course, we will still continue to supply Argen- 
tina, to the best of our ability, with goods essential 
to its economy, even though it has not cut diplomatic 
ties with our enemies-and allows German and Jap 
agents free run of the pampas. 

Washington has leaned over backward, up to now, 
in playing the good neighbor to Argentina, By buy- 
ing great quantities of Argentine wool, hides, canned 
beef and other products, the United States largely 
took the place of lost European markets and pre- 
vented severe economic hardships in that country. 
Economically, Argentina has benefited much more 
handsomely from Washington’s benevolence than 
other American republics, such as Brazil, which have 
co-operated with us more fully.

Placed on Exhibit

Curious Formations of Feathers Shown at 
Jefferson Memorial—Kept as Mementos 
or Destroyed as Omens of Death. 


Two curious formations of pillow 
feathers of a type which provides 
one of the most fascinating tradi- 
tions in the folklore of the Ozark 
country, where they are known as 
“angel wreaths,” were placed on 
exhibition today at the Jefferson 
Memorial in Forest Park by the 
Missouri Historical Society. 

Tradition has it that these 
wreaths form in the pillows of the 
dying, particularly of those who 
have led saintly lives. 

The larger of the two at the 
memorial is about three inches in 
diameter, about one and a halt 
inches thick. It is of white goose 
feathers flecked with brown. The 
‘feathers are arranged smoothly, 
all the quills toward the center. It 
appears to be extremely fragile 
and loosely formed, but to the 
touch is quite compact. This 
wreath came from a woman at 
Mountain Grove, who said she had 
taken it from the pillow of an 
aunt “not more than two hours 
after she died.” 

Wild Duck Feathers. 

The smaller wreath, from a 
woman at Mount Vernon, is of 
wild duck feathers, brown with 
white markings. With it is an- 
other feather formation, known in 
the Ozarks as a “casket,” often 
found surrounding a wreath. The 
“casket” is a rope-like formation, 
an inch to an inch and a half 


thick, bent in two places so that 


it forms three sides of a rectan-| wreaths.” 


gle, the longest side about six 
inches. 

The Missouri Historical Society 
received its specimens from Mrs. 
May Kennedy McCord of Spring- 
field, Mo., a newspaper writer and 
authorjty on the folklore of the 
O®%arks who recently presented a 
program at a meeting of the so- 
ciety. 

Some families preserve “angel 
wreaths” as mementoes, others de- 
stroy them as being an omen of 
death. The woman from whose 
pillow the larger of the wreaths at 
the memorial was taken had com- 
plained, before her death, of a 
lump in the pillow, but her fam- 
ily, believing a wreath was form- 
ing, refused to disturb it. 

Her Son Recovered. 

Mrs. McCord tells of one woman 
who related to her that, when her 
oldest son was sick, acting on the 
advice of friends, she searched his 
pillow and found a partly formed 
wreath. She removed and burned 
it and her son recovered. 

Skeptics point to the natural 
tendency of a pillow stuffing to 
become matted unless it is shaken. 
Feathers can be pushed, quill first, 
through a small opening, but it is 
difficult to reverse the process. 
This is taken as illustrative of the 
tendency ,of feathers, pressed to- 
gether, 6 arrange themselves with 
quills pointed toward a common 
center, as they are found in “angel |

DONATIONS WIPE OUT 
SYMPHONY'S DEBTS 


Next Season’s Concerts to De- 
pend or Sum Raised for 
Maintenance. 


> 


Announcement that the accumu- 
lated indebtedness of the St. Louis 
Symphony Society has been wiped 
out by contributions of the orches- 
tra’s suppoters, and that the or- 
chestra would continue its con- 
certs for the 1942-43 season, to an 
extent depending on the sum 
raised for the annual maintenance 
fund, was made to today’s 
audience in the Municipal Audi- 
torium Opera House, at the final 
afternoon concert of the 1941-42 
subscription season. 

William McClellan, board chair- 
man of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, who made the announce- 
ment from the stage, did not in- 
dicate the amount of the deficit, 
or the source of the contributions 
by which it was liquidated. The 
maintenance fund sought for the 
next season is $135,000, und it was 
stated that about $70,000 of this 
amount has been raised, leaving 
$65,000 still to be raised if the 
coming season is to be on the 
scale of this and recent seasons. 

At the Symphony Society's of- 
fices, it was said that no additional 
statement could be made regard- 
ing the payment of the deficit, 
except by Mrs. C. W. Gaylord, 
‘board chairman of the society, who 
was said to be on her way from 
Florida. 

McClellan said the money for 
retiring the indebtedness was con- 
tributed “with the proviso that 
the orchestra would henceforth 
live strictly within its budget.” The 
deficit accumulated in past years, 
when subscriptions to the mainte- 
nance fund failed to meet the dif- 
ference between the receipts from 
tickets and the maintenance cost 
of the orchestra. 

“War times mean new condi- 
tions, new responsibilities and new 
opportunities,” McClellan _ said. 
“The St. Louis Symphony Society 
faces the future with the full ex- 
pectation of making the orchestra 
more valuable as part of the na- 
tion’s war effort. Next season we 
shall explore new paths, we shall 
adjust the orchestra to meet new 
conditions and new demands in 
such a way that it will prove more 
than ever its value to the commu-~- 
nity, and, in its own way, to the 
nation. 

“This will be possible if St. 
Louisans respond to the appeal for 
the 1942-43 maintenance fund. The 
kind of orchestra we shall have, 
the size of the orchestra, the 
length of the season, will depend 
on. the maintenance fund, and it is 
the belief of the board of directors 
that St. Louis will respond to this 
challenge.”

Cakes and. Sweets Flavored 
With Coffee Have New 
Appeal. 


Coffee desserts are growing in 
favor and the recipe makers have 
discovered that coffee can be used 
as a flavoring as well as a bever- 


age. . 
Here are some recipes for cakes 


and desserts: 
Mocha Halo Cake. 


One-half cup shortening. 
One cup sugar. 

One egg. 

Two egg yolks. 
One-half cup  double-strength 
freshly made coffee. ' 

One-half cup buttermilk. 

One-half cup sifted cake flour. 

‘ One-half cup cocoa. 

One-half teaspoon soda, | 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Cream well, add su- 
gar gradually, creaming until light 
and fluffy. Combine whole egg 
and egg yolks. Beat well and add 
to creamed mixture. Reserve the 
two egg whites for frosting. Cool 
coffee and combine with butter- 


ents and add alternately with liq- 
uid to creamed mixture, mixing 
well after each addition. Bake in 
oiled muffin pans in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 20 minutes. 
Makes 12 large cup cakes. Frost 
with fluffy white frosting and 
when frosting has set put on a 
band of chocolate around the edge 
of each cake. Melt one square 
unsweetened . chocolate with one 
teaspoon butter and apply with a 
teaspoon or pastry brush.

« What is needed is a war council, 
to take decisions on a strategy to 
defeat Japan and Germany. That 

consideration and that considera- 


all strategy and allocation of troops 
and materiel, shipsand planes, for 


every nation has something pecul- 
farly dear to itself. But this is 
not the way wars of coalition are 
won. It is the way such wars are 
jost—the way Europe. was lost: 
the way the world can be lost.

At this moment influential groups 
are insisting that, as far as Amer- 
ica is concerned, only the war in 
the Far East is — her This 


d from a primitive concept of 
political and military geography 
that still thinks in terms of two 
oceans dnd islands insteal of glob- 
ally. It also springs from a con- 
tinuance of the defensive mental- 
ity. But our business is not to de- 
fend this or that but decisively to 
 @efeat two enemies and prevent 

them from making a common strat- 
egy against us. 


- OOKING at the globe, it is 
quite clear even to a layman that 
Germany and Japan can be de- 
feated only on the great continent 
=the continuous land area of 
Eurasia—Africa. The decisive cen- 
ter of this war is where the word 
itself indicates: in the center. And 
that center is Russia and the Near 
East—the juncture of the three 
@reas, Europe, Asia, Africa. We 
and the British are by nature on 
the outskirts, and so is Japan. Will 
it help us, in winning the war, 
that is to say in defeating our 
enemies, to be very active around 
the outskirts? 
_We were correct in not wanting 
Japan in China. Japan in China is 
more dangerous than Japan in 
Java or even in Australia. Japan 
in India would be even more dan- 
gerous, and Japan in Russia could 
be disastrous.

Russia is an Asiatic power—not 
merely a European power. That 
is her supreme significance in this 
war. She is a great Asiatic land 
power and a small Asiatic sea 
power, in possession of one of the 
most important points for an of- 
fensive against Japan. It is said 
that until now, Russia plays no

million Japahesé troops. The ex- 
istence of Russian Viadivostok 
obliges the Japanese to maintain 
an air fleet on their,islands and a 
naval fleet. around them.

rasia—Africa, on the continent. 
The greatest source of man power 
is there. The decisive blow will 
be struck there, for us or against 
us. And it will be struck year. 
It will be struck within six months. 
If, by the end of this year, the 
Russian and Chinese armies are 
fighting, destiny’s dice will 
have turned up with our numbers. 
If they are not, then this struggle 


can be of unforeseeable length and 


bitterness, and of unforeseeable 
revolutionary consequences all 
over this earth. 

The ‘political blindness of some 
people is as great as their military 
blindness. A victory of Russia will 
leave the Western world intact— 
and liberate it. A defeat of Russia 
will plunge us and the globe into 
chaos. This is the supreme para- 
dox of our century,

Therefore, we should set up now, 
a supreme council of strategy in- 
cluding Russia. And its object 
should be to keep Russia and 
China fighting, in the place where 
the decision will be taken. To ac- 
complish that will require the pre- 
vention of enemy concentration 
through diversion of their energies. 
Such diversions may not even be 
successful as individual battles. 
But if they prevent the concentra- 
tion of the enemy’s forces, they 
are successful for the war. Troops 
in reserve, for defensive purposes, 
in the spring and summer of 1942, 
will accomplish nothing. y 
will hold. no troops in reserve. 
Neither will Japan. They are going 
to gamble for the world this spring 
and summer. If they fail, in 1943 
the war will be over, with a vic- 
tory for us. 


UCH a supreme war council 


would be a council of respon- 
sible political leaders, with a re- 
sponsible military council sitting 
in the next room. The decisions 
must be taken together. At pres- 
ent, a kind of lobby is going on, 
each country trying to get some- 


thing for itself. Representing Aus- 


tralia was Mr, Casey’s job in this 
lobby, and he did the job supremely 


well, But when Churchill called | 


Mr, Casey to the Near Hast; he 
called him to the place where Aus- 
tralias cause can be lost or won 
—and not on the island. Islands 
against islands, we can defeat 
Japan. But continents against con- 
tinents we can lose to both Ger- 
many and Japan. 

The war has now developed to 
the point where we can have a 
bird’s eye view of the globe, and 
see the war as a whole. And now 
is the time to fight it—as a whole.

West 
won with the queen and made a 
shrewd return. East, on the open- 
ing lead, had signaled with the 
deuce, thus asking for a shift. Now 
West properly reasoned that, even 
if he could cash one or two dia- 
mond tricks, a spade trick still 
would be necessary to the defeat 
of the contract. Rather than ex- 
periment needlessly with diamonds, 
West shifted immediately to the 
spade queen. This was the de- 
clarer’s finish. He covered with 
dummy’s king; East won and con- 
tinued two more rounds of spades, 
and the contract was down one.
